While there is alway, something tragic in the declaration of war 


and doubly so in the entrance to the, most barbarous and destructive war 
in all history, yet. in the step taken so deliberately by the United. States 


there is cause for rejoicing. 


That message sent out 10 the waiting world on Good Friday thrilled 


the down trodden and oppressed people of all 'he earth, for it brought 
to them the high hope of deliverance through H great world victory to he 
won by the United States. The decision of President Wilson and of con: 
gregs was cheered in the British parliament with the greatest enthusiasm; 
it was the signal for H. great demonstration of joy in the Russian duma 
and in glorious France it caused the most intense rejoicing and felicita- 
tion- 
France that aided so largely in establishing this republic can now 


Eee the debt of gratitude paid off in the most unstinted measure. In poor 
persecuted and tortured Belgium the news came like n ray of hope gleam- 
ing through the darkness. While in Ireland, in Poland, Serbia, Rumania, 
Montenegro and in stricken Armenia, men who understood the meaning 


Of that message wept with joy and thanked the Almighty that at last the 
hand of divine Providence seemed to be directing events so as to bring 


Ebout not only world peace but world freedom. 


Never since our revolution in 1776 did any nation enter a war m a 


holier cause than that which President Wilson has set before the nation 


jjj this war. Here is his declaration: 


"The right is more precious than peace, and we shall fight 


for the things which we have always carried nearest to our 
hearts—for democracy, for the right of those who submit to 
authority to have a voice in their own governments, for the 
rights and liberties of small nations, for a universal dominion 
of right by such a concert of free peoples as shall bring peace 
and safety to all nations and make the world itself at last free." 


"We have no selfish ends to serve. We desire no conquest, 


no dominion. We seek no indemnities for ourselves, no material 
compensation for the sacrifices we freely make. 
We are but 


one of the champions of mankind. 
We shall be satisfied when 


; 
those rights have been as secure as the faith and the freedom 
of the nations can make them." 


That the entrance of the United States to the war will hasten victory 


(or the Allies can no longer be doubted. President Wilson's wfcr message 
has sounded the death knell of autocracy in Europe. 
Already the rev- 


blution in Russia has opened the eyes of the German people and the 
action of the United States has blasted Germany's last hope of victory, 
to that while she may fight on to the bitter end, she can see only the 
worst ahead and the longer she holds out the worse will be the reckoning. 


When the United States sits down at the peace table at the close 


of the war, can there be any doubt that she will demand the gift of 
freedom for the small nations'? 
Belgium will be the first to be restored, 


Ireland's case will be settled there, if not before, and the other small 
nationalities mentioned as being involved in the war, will each recpivp. n 
charter of freedom.

onr of the wires were damaged the. 
service was hampered, and if both 
should fall the service was paralyzed 
for some time. 
Very little war news 


came into Lowell over the wire dur- 
ing the week, but on Sunday the op- 
erator at Boston would send a num- 
ber of messages telling of the opera- 
tions in the solfth. 


"I wa? 
working in the telegraph 


office in 1S61. 
About the only mes- 


sages which came into the office on a 
week day were for the mayor. Hocuin 
Hostord. and each told of the death 
of some Lowell soldier. 
Once in a 


while telegrams telling of a. severe, 
illness would come, but usually tiles' 
brought the grim news of death. Usu- 
ally 1 would not have more than three 
or four messages to deliver during a 
day. 
but If it did happen that there 


were half H dozen or more. 1 would 
think 
I was 
being worked 
terribly 


hard. 
1 don't suppose you have any 


idea where the telegraph 
office was 


in those days, have you? H was un- 
der the broad flight of stairs which 
led up in Huntington hall. It was the 
Boston it Montreal Telegraph Co.. with 
head otllc.es in Burlington. Vt. 


•'Lowell 
people

newspapers relied almost -wholly upon 
the Boston papers for their war new-?. 
The Boston papers usually 
arrived 


about noon time and men from the 
Lowell pnpers would meet the train 
and hurry back to their offices so that 
t h e , news could be printed in the af- 
tnrnoon. 
All the Lowell papers pub- 


lished in the afternoon. T think there 
were three papers then—the Advertis- 
er. Courier and the Citizen, and there 
also was the Vox Populi. which was 
published every Saturday night. 


"Occasionally a Boston Sunday pa- 


per would send copies up to Lowell. 
T think the price was five or six cents, 
but people would 
pay 
almost any 


amount to get one, and I remember 
one Sunday I sold quite a few for CS 
cents each. 


"With the aid of the Boston papers 


Lowell folks knew of the war opera- 
tions and received reports of battles 
the d.iy 
following their occurrence, 


but had it not h«-en for the Boston 
papers, people here might not have 
he.ird a word from the armies from 
one week-end to another. 
Not any 


of rhe newspapers had special wir^s: 
there was no 
Associated 
Pre?5 in 


tho^o dav;i. 
I.ar^e Boston papers a n > l 


other metropolitan dailies had their 


own representatives at. the front, and 
they got their stuff back as best they 
could, although this was not always 
as quickly as they wanted." 


Compare the news gathering facil- 


ities and means of sending news in 
1SC1 with the systems of today. 
To- 


day, the Associated Press and other 
news agencies, working in co-opera- 
tion with the wireless telegraph and 
cable have "speed" as their watchword. 
Happenings are known thousands oJ 
miles distant not only on the sam» 
day, but 
rather 
it is only a matter 


of hours after occurrence that cities 
far 
removed get the news. 
Today 


practically all city newspapers have 
their own service; in many offices the 
service is continuous day and ni£ht. 
and the public never has to wait for 
news. 
We of 191" who -were not alive in
